Piasa generous to 8 borrowers, witness contends. 


The former Piasa First Federal 
Savings & Loan Association in Alton 
loaned money in heavy concentrations 
to about eight borrowers who ap- 
parently borrowed in excess of Piasa’s 
legal lending limits, the jury was told 
during testimony in the trial of Jim 
Green versus the Alton Telegraph 
Tuesday morning. 

Borrowers ‘named as_ having 
borrowed in’ excess of Piasa’s legal 
limits included Green, Mike Sasyk, 
John Sobol, Everett Steele and Ray 
Kozielek. The witness, Albion Fen- 
derson, acting president of the Federal 
Home Loan Board of Chicago, did not 
continue with the list of the eight. 

‘The testimony came during the third 
week of the trial in which Jim Green 
contends a confidential memo sent by 
two Telegraph reporters to the U.S. 
Justice Department was responsible for 
his credit being cut off by Piasa. 
Green’s lawsuit contends -that the 
cutting of his credit caused his con- 
struction empire to collapse, costing 
him millions of dollars. 

Green seeks $5 million actual 
damages and $10 million punitive 
daniages. 

¥enderson was called to the stand by 
William Cox, attorney for the 
Telegraph, who is attempting to show 
that the memo had nothing to dg with 
Green's credit being halted by Piasa. 

The witness said that when federal 
examiners studied Piasa’s books in 
August, 1969, they submitted their 
report to him and he found that Piasa 
had made a great many loans in the 
past year, including heavy con- 
centrations of loans to about eight 
multiple borrowers. 

Savings and loan associations may 
not loan more than their net worth or 10 
percent of their savings account assets 
to any one borrower, and it appeared 
that loans to those eight, including 
Green, were in excess of the amount 
allowed by law, Fenderson testified. 

He said he also found some ‘‘boot-

strapping procedure’ had apparently 
been used by Piasa in making about 70 
percent of its construction loans. He 
alleged that appraisers for Piasa were 
appraising construction jobs over their 
true value and Piasa appeared to be 
making “inflated” loans and investing 
the excess borrowed money in secured 
savings accounts in the borrower’s 
names. 

The procedure ‘had the effect of 
making it easier for the buyer,”’ to meet 
the minimum down payment, since the 
money. in the secured savings account 
was pledged to the mortgage and 
served as part of the down payment. 

Asked if he had ever seen this 
procedure used before by a savings and 
loan association, Fenderson stated, “I 
never saw it befgre, or since.” He did 
say that Piasa was careful not to violate 
the law by loaning more than the 
maximum percentage allowed to any 
one project. ‘‘However,”’ he stated, “we 
criticized the appraisals. We felt they 
were.too high.” 3% 

After Fenderson wrote Piasa to 
criticize the practice, Piasa agreed, in 
writing, to halt the pledged account 
procedure and to reappraise property 
in question, Piasa officials also aggreed 
to reevaluate multiple borrowers, such 
as Green, the witness recalled. 

He said he suggested that Piasa use 
the three accepted methods of deter- 
mining the value of a building about to 
be constructed. Piasa used “strictly the 
cost-basis and used the total cyst as the 
value of the building,’ He contented. 

The cost to build the building should 
be one of the three considerations, but 
two others should also be used in 
determining the eventual value of the 
building to be constructed. 

The second consideration should be 
the markef—meaning determining 
what the building to be constructed 
would sell for, in that aréa, after it was 
completed. 

The third. factor which should be 
considered, particularly in con-

However, Fenderson said the letter 
which alleged Green was associated 
with enterprises of the late Buster 
Wortman was “not on my mind” when 
he acted on the action of the Piasa 
board. He also said he considered the 
Justice Department letter “as, an 
assertion only.” ‘ sa 


Carr asked, “If they (Piasa) were 
making loans to hoodlums, you. would 
have had the duty to instruct Piasa not 
to make loans to them. Is. that 
correct?’’ Fenderson answered, in the 
affirmative. - 


Carr's lengthy cross-examination of 
Fenderson was. punctuated by ob- 
jections from the other attorneys, who 
contended the form of questioning was 
“badgering the witness” and, at one 
point, was “discrediting the dignity of 
the court,” according to William Cox, 
attorney for the Telegraph.

“To expect more from a 
police officer than is 
humanly possible is foolish. 
We expect too much from 
police—more than we expect 
from the minister, the 
doctor, the lawyer and the 
mayor. We cannot expect 
that,”’ Clifford W. VanMeter, 
director of the Police 
Training Institute at the 
University of Illinois, 
Champaign, told those at- 
tending the 10th annual law 
and order dinner in Granite 
City Monday night. 

The annual event is hosted 
by Granite City Lodge 1063, 
Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks, to honor of- 
ficers of the Granite City, 
Madison, Venice and Pon- 
toon Beach police depart- 
ments. 

VanMeter said far too 
much emphasis is placed on 
the role of police in catching 
criminals, instead of in 
preventing crime. « 

“Police. are just people 
who do a law enforcement 
job. Sometimes we think as 
the police as the ap- 
prehenders, not the 
preventers,’’ the speaker 
told the sell-out crowd in the 
Elks Lodge. 

The most effective. crime 
prevention is that done by 
the citizens, he said, 
suggesting that each person 
present spend time 
examining his own home to 
be sure it is secure from 
burglars. “Check the locks 
on the doors and windows. In 
ninety percent of burglaries, 
entry is gained through the 
windows and doors. If you 
will take that extra effort, we 
can prevent most of ‘the 
residential burglaries,”

‘Boost Tower 
~ Lake rents, 
' activity fees 


-. _ Anincrease in rental rates 
for SIUE housing units has 
been approved by the 

. Southern Illinois University 
Board of Trustees. The 
change will raise rates $9 per 
month per student in the 
typical two-bedroom, four- 
student unit at Tower Lake, 
effective Sept. 1. 

Also approved was an 
increase of $1 per quarter in 
the activity fee assessed 
against residents. in 
university housing at SIUE. 
The increase will be ef- 
fective in the fall quarter. 

University officers said 
the increases in rental rates 
are based on inflationary 
pressures, maintenance cost 

vinereases,and the. state- 
mandated phaseout of tuition 
retention funds. 

The phaseout of retained 
tuition funds committed to 
support university housing 
will be instituted in the 1980- 
81 fiscal year. This is ex- 
pected to amount to a 
reduction of $52,000 in funds 
previously used to support 
housing operations. 

Currently, the rental rate 
is $69 per month per student 

“in a two-bedroom, four- 
student unit at Tower Lake. 

In the family housing 
units, the rate is $177 per 

“month for a two-bedroom, 
unfurnished apartment. This 
rate will be increased to $200 
per month under the ap- 
proved plan. * 

Other rates in the family 
and single student housing 
areas will be increased 
proportionately under the 
plan. : 

The housing activity fee, 
which subsidizes _ the 
operation of the Tower Lake 
bus service and supports 
activities and programs for 
Tower Lake residents, is 
currently $3 per quarter and 
had not been increased since 
its creation in September 
1969. 

The increase of $1 is for the 
fall, winter and spring 
quarters, The summer 
quarter activity fee will, 
remain unchanged. The fee 
is presently $3 per quarter. 
“A spokesman said costs of 
operating the bus service 
have increased to the point 
that programming and 
activities for residents can 
no longer be financed 
without an increase in the 
activity fee.

The final avenue of appeal for three 
former Madison officers who were 
convicted of racketeering July, 5, 1978, 
ended Monday when the U.S. Supreme 
Court refused: to hear arguments 
against -the convictions of Ronald 
Grzywacz, Edward Goclan and former 
Sgt. Richard Krieshok 

Grzywacz, a former officer and 
former Madison alderman, has been 
sentenced to serve 12 years in a federal 
penitentiary after being found guilty by 
a federal jury of one count of con- 
spiracy to violate the Racketeer 
Influenced and Corrupt Organizations 
statute (RICO) and one count of giving 
false statements before a federal grand 
jury on participation in a scheme to 
solicit and accept bribes from tavern 
operators in the city of Madison from 
1970 to 1974 

Goclan and Krieshok face seven year 
penitentiary terms after being found 
guilty of the same counts as Grzywacz. 

The three appealed their convictions 
and sentences to the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the Seventh Circuit, in 
Chicago, which affirmed the con- 
victions in August, 1979, on a two-to-one 
vote of the three-judge panel. They filed 
for a rehearing, which also upheld the 
convictions. 

Tytconvietion then was appealed to 
the U.S. Supreme Court, which ruled 
Monday during ‘a busy day which in- 
cluded major decisions on court- 
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ordered busing and a new | in- 
terpretation on the Miranda rights of 
criminals. i 

Refusal of the Supreme Court to hear 
the case Monday may be followed by a 
petition for reconsideration by the high 
court. 

If the high court denies that motion or 
affirms the convictions in a hearing, 
jurisdiction of the three will return to 
the district level, under U.S. District , 
Judge J. Waldo Ackerman, who sen- 
tenced them after presiding at their 
trial in Alton. * 

Attorneys for the three then will have 
120 days in which to file a motion with 
Judge Ackerman for reduction or 
modification of the sentences. ? 

The court clerk’s office may order the 
three to begin serving their sentences 
before that document _is filed, but 
normal procedure has been to wait until 
after the modification hearing to set a 
date for them*to begin s«.ving their, 
sentences, a court spokes.nan said.

Richard Astrack, study manager for 
the St. Louis District, Army Corps of 
Engiheers, addressed the group of 
interested citizens and gave a slide 
presentation on four planning ob- 
jectives. He reviewed measures and 
alternatives which could be used in 
solving drainage problems. 

The Hartford Canal-Cahokia Canal 
study is part of planning for multi- 
million-dollar regional drainage _ in- 
stallations proposed in Madison and St. 
Clair counties. ‘ 

After his talk, those attending 
regrouped for two open ‘discussion 
sessions. 

Each person was given an_ in- 
formation sheet on flood control,

Suit against Corps alleges ‘bait, switch’ 


Five ‘public interest 
groups” have filed suit 
against the Army Corps of 
Engineers, claiming that the 
Corps uses misleading 
figures and ‘‘bait and 
switch” tactics when seeking 
money from Congress for 
proposed dams and other 


_ water projects. 


The National Wildlife 
Federation, National Tax- 
payers Union, Sierra Club, 
West Virginia Highlands 
Conservancy and Upper 
West Fork Watershed 
Association o Weston, wv: 
Va., cite.the propose 
Stonewall ~Jnekson Lake 
Project in Lewis County, W. 
Va., as an example of a 
project the Crops has 
misreptesented to Congress. 

According to the suit, filed 
in the U.S. District Court for 
the District of Columbia, the 
Corps ‘‘customarily’’: 

1. Maké¢s significant 
changes in a project without 
asking Congress for 
reauthorization, —_ violating 
the 1899 Rivers and Harbors 
Appropriation Act. 

2. Applies dn artificially 
low interest rate to its 
projects, distorting their 
cost-benefit justifications, 
said to be a violation of the 
Water Resources 
Development Act of 1974. 

3. Counts ‘‘pollution 
dilution” benefits for water 
quality that- have not’ been 
certified by the | U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, allegedly a violation 
of the 1972 amendments to 
the Clean Water Act. 

The suit asks the court to 
ensure that the Corps stays 
within the bounds of its 
authority, and to issue a 
preliminary injunction 
against further construction 
of the Stonewall Jackson 
Lake Project until the 
lawsuit is settled. 

In their suit, the plaintiffs 
note that Stonewall Jackson 
was authorized in 1966 as a 
“multipurpose project for 
water quality control, flood 
protection, water supply and 


recreation.” It originally 
would have displaced 890 
people, taking 9,925 acres of 
land. 


The current plan, says the 

suit, calls for displacing 1,800 
people and taking 20,289 
acres—including “4,700 
acres of cropland, 2,800 
acres of wildlife habitat, 
2,700 acres of pasture, and 35 
miles of — free-flowing 
streams.” 

In addition, says the suit, 
Congress | authorized 
“rustic’’ recreational ac- 
tivities for Stonewall 
Jackson, such as boating, 
fishing and hiking. The plan 
now includes a 
“‘sophisticated’’ resort 
condominium complex, with 
a golf course, clubhouse, 
restaurant, snackbar, tennis. 
courts and indoor recreation 
center. : 

The suit contends that “75 
percent of the recreational 
activity projected by the 
Corps does not even require 
a reservoir. In other words, 
the Corps pulled a bait-and- 
switch oh Congress; it asked 
for a flood control and water 
quality project and has now 
designed a _ recreation 
monstrosity.” 

The Corps also failed to 
obtain EPA approval of the 
water quality benefits it 
claimed for the project, the 
suit alleges. 

Stonewall Jackson is not 
an exceptional case, ac- 
cording to Patrick Paren- 
teau, attorney. for the 
National Wildlife 
Federation:

Steelers tune up with romp

GRANITE CITY 
Scoring runs requires good 
hitting. The Granite City 
North Steelers have good 
hitting and consequently 
they score runs. In fact the 
majority of their victories, 19 
in all, have been by sizeable 
margins. This is ac- 
complished primarly by the 
red hot bat of Bob Batey and 
the ever present power 
lumber of Bob Ford. Just to 
name a few. 

But one of the no-name 
hitters will loom large in the 
minds of the O'Fallon 
Panthers. The Steelers 
pounded out 11 hits against 
O'Fallon Tuesday. However, 
it wasn’t the usual power 
swingers that produced the 
offense enabling North to top 
the Panthers 9-2. It was a 
pitcher, 

And who said a pitcher 
couldn’t hit? Let it be known 
that Greg Faulkner is not 
your ordinary run of the mill 
hurler. ‘‘He really pitched a 
super game,” said Steeler 
head coach Bob Stegemeier. 
“It was good to see Greg 
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have a game like this.” In 
addition to pitching a 
masterful game, a_ three 
hitter, Faulkner also banged 
out two hits, driving in three 
runs and sparking North to 
its 19th victory against seven 
defeats. 

Now, just because the 
Steelers won going away, 
don’t think they had a duck. 
O’Fallon came in with a 
respectable 17-7. mark. 
“They are a strong team,” 
said Stegemeier. ‘Coach 
Hodgdon said that they have 
been really ripping the ball 
lately.” However Faulkner's 
performance couldn’t have 
been any more complete. It 
was like a one-man show. His 
first and foremost duty. 
though, was on the mound. 
Probably underestimating 
the Panthers, the opening 


two innings proved costly. 

“J don’t know what the 
story was,”’ said Stegemeier. 
“We played terrible. We 
gave them everything they 
wanted.”” Faulkner and the 
Steeler defense did give 
O'Fallon every opportunity, 
but the Panthers were 
unable to capitalize on the 
generous offerings. 

Failing to get the needed 
back-up support from_ his 
mates, Faulkner suffered a 
shakey first inning. A pair of 
errors resulted in a Panther 
run. The following frame had 
similar consequences but the 
burly righthander lent a 
hand in the misdoings. Three 
miscues and a walk loaded 
the bases and Faulkner 
couldn't pull the trigger. 
Giving the Panther batter a

ST. CHARLES, Mo. — 
Tom $chooley looked pretty 
good. He was tired, but not 
exhausted. He had just put in 
a hard workout, running zigs 
and zags and ins and outs 
and fly patterns. He didn’t 
look bad at all, considering 
he hadn’t done that sort of 
thing in over a year and a 
half. 

Schooley, a 1976 graduate 
of Granite City South, was 
just finishing the final 
workout. at the St. Louis 
Football Cardinals’ rookie- 
free agent ‘‘mini camp’ at 
Lindenwood College in St. 
Charles, Wednesday af- 
ternoon. The purpose of the 
camp was to let the Bid Red 
coaching staff know exactly 
what the draft choices could 
do or not do. And to ‘‘seek out 
new life’’ for the team 
among the raw meat free 
agents that were invited or 
wandered into camp. 


‘They just care 
about what 
you cando... 


Schooley was a free agent 
wide receiver from the 
University of Illinois. But he 
knew his chances were slim. 
You see, he quit the team the 
middle of the 1978 season at 
Illinois. Even though he was 
the leading receiver for the 
Illini and was respected 
throughout the Big Ten, he 
quit. Because Illini head 
coach Gary Moeller didn’t 
throw the ball. He almost 
NEVER threw the ball. 
Schooley felt like the lonliest 
guy in town. 

‘The Big Red had two-a-day 
workouts Monday and 
Tuesday and a single session 
Wednesday at Lindenwood, 
their home away from home. 
Schooley was there for all of 
them. 

He had asked the team 
about trying out. ‘I sent out 
the feelers,” he said. ‘‘Then 
they (the Cardinals) got my 
stats from Illinois and ‘then 
they invited me to camp.’’ 

Schooley didn’t think the 
long layoff hurt -him too 
much. “I keep in shape,” the 
6'4"', 220 pounder said. “I've 
been running about four 
miles a day and playing 
basketball. But it hurt my 
pattern running the first day, 
I think. But today, I think T 
ran them well. 


“T haven’t been catching | 


the ball real'well, but nobody 
has been.”” 

Schooley spoke the truth. 
Many times, it wasn’t the 
fault of the receivers. The 
balls were just poorly 
thrown. “I think I can run 
the patterns as well as 
anybody. And I don’t think 
the coaches here look at the 
feat that I quit at Illinois. 
They only really care about 
what you can do. It’s what 
you do here in camp that 
makes the difference.” 

But Schooley may have 
picked one of the hardest 
positions to break into on the 
Cardinals. “They have a lot 
of wide receivers,’ he said. 

‘Of course, there’s (Mel) 


Gray and (Pat) Tilley. And 
Jim Childs. But I can just do 
my best and hope for the 
best.”’ Schooley’s 4.5 speed in 
the 40 won’t hurt him! 

The: players in the camp 
stay at a motel nearby for 
the duration of the workouts. 
One of Schooley’s roomies 
was an old friend and foe. 
Quarterback Rusty Litsch, 
the Cardinals’ third-round 
draft choice from Notre’ 
Dame, went to Belleville 
West. ‘Rusty and I are good 
friends,’’ said Schooley. “We 
played basketball and 
football against each other in 
high school. I think he’s got a 
darn good chance of making 
the team. He’s been 
throwing the ball real well 
and he can run. He can run 
about as well as he can 
throw.” 

If Schooley ‘‘makes it,” it 
will mean only that he will be 
invited back to the Car- 
dinals’ regular training 
camp later this summer. 
“That's. all I can hope for 
right now,” said Schoole; 
“T’'ve given it a good shot. 

Is there a difference 
between coaching staffs in 
the Big Ten and in the pros? 
“A lot of difference,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Here, the coaches are 
loose. In college, they have 
you where they’ want you. 
They can yank a scholarship 
pretty fast. But here, they | 
expect you to do you job, and 
that’s that,” 

Harry Gilmer, the Big 
Red’s receiyers’ coach, is 
the one Schooley had ‘the 
most contact with. “The° 
coaches here have a good 
relationship with the payers 
in camp. (Head coach ‘Jim) 
Hanifan is real well-liked. I 
don’t know much about his 
total system, but I think with 
some time>\he can turn 
things around here.” 

Hanifan was‘ hired during 
the current off-season after 
former head coach Bud 
Wilkinson quit in the middle 
of the 1979 season.

Schooley did mention one 
thing that his layoff ‘may 
have effected. “I don’t think 
my legs are in as good a 
shape as they should be. But 
they didn’t hurt me too 
much.” He has had a _ten- 
dency, both at Granite Sputh 
and at Illinois, of being fairly 
injury-free. The only mar on 
the record was a broken foot 


"his freshman year at Illinois. 


If-he makes it, or doesn’t 
make it with the Big’ Red, 
Schooley won’t be hurting. 
He graduated early from the 
U of I in December and has 
applied to four law schools 
(His father, William 
Schooley, is a Granite City 
attorney). While waiting for 
word from the law schools, 
Tom has a job with the 
Madison County Supervisor 
of Assessments Office. 

“It’s been fun, it really 
has,” said’ Schooley. ‘‘The 
reception we've gotten has 
been real good. There hasn't.’ 
been anything we've done. 
that I haven't looked forward 
to.” 


Local archers take aim on 'wild' creatures

“It was quite a while ago,” 
Lane remembers. ‘‘It was a 
doe, and I just nicked it 
under the neck. Right then I 
knew. what I had to do. I was 
determined I was going to 
get better so that would 


never happen again.”” 

So, after years of practice 
and success, both in hunting 
and in archery competitions, 
Lane ‘has gone beyond that 
lesson with her first deer. 

Now that she is attempting 


: \his target Tuesday night during the regular weekly competition 


to spread her enthusiasm to 
growing numbers of archer: 
Lane’s determination for 
accuracy and humaneness in 
bow hunting are central to 
her goal. 

In March, Lane opened 


Lane’s Archery, a bow and 
arrow pro shop and archery 
range, located on State St. in 
downtown Granite City. The 
shop was the culmination of 
years of interest in archery 
by Lane and her family. 


at the Lane indoor archery range on State Street.

The blue-carpeted, wood- 
panelled front half of the 
building is the pro shop area. 
Behind a counter elaborate- 
looking bows and arrows are 
displayed. 

But the rear half of the 
building is transformed into 
& mock forest, complete with 
foliage, rocks and stumps, 
and wild game. At least 
that’g the desired effect. 

“We operate a lot like a 
bowling alley,” Lane ex- 
plains as she tends to 
straightening arrows bent by 
the busy archers in her back 
room: “We try to set things 
up so people will be shooting 
in the kind of surroundings 
they would find in the 
woods.”” 

To do that, the archery 
range is lined in back with 
assorted targets of rabbits, 
deer, bear, and other 
wildlife. Archers shoot from 
one of six different stations, 
divided into lanes, which call 
for a variety of posistions. 

Atone lane, for example, a 
sign instructs the archer to 
stand perpendicular to the 
target. ‘He must, in order to 
evens see! the target clearly 
betw. jumble of potted 
tree brafghes and and leaves 
in his way, arch his back and 
hold the'bow at almost arms 


length, 

'We'try to keep changing 
thirigs around,” Lane said. 
“Because in the woods you 
hardly ever get a clear shot. 

y want to keep it 


‘to maintain that 
eallenge, Lane has 


organized teams _ that 
compete in a league. Much 
like the bowling format, the 
archers keep an average of 
their weekly scores in order 
to determine the leading 
-shooters in the league. 

Last Tuesday, about 16 
archers were at the range, 
busily firing, and  oc- 
casionally bending, arrows 
in the simulated forest. 

Lynda Lane, -Phyllis’ 
daughter, was more or less 
in charge of the competition, 
although the atmosphere in 
the place was informal. 
Almost everyone used first 
names exclusively. 

With a signal from the 
whistle Lynda wore around 
her neck the archers moved 
en masse toward the targets 
to retrieve their arrows. 

Lynda moved with them, 
checking targets and picking 
up loose arrows, as she 
explained the scoring 
proceedure. . 

“Tf you get the arrow in the 
small circle here,” she said 
indicating a shot ‘up picture 
of a fox, “you get six points, 
that’s called the kill zone. If 
‘you get in this larger circle 
here you get two points. 
Anything on the animal 
outside the circle would be a 
wound, so that’s minus two 
points. Anything off the 
target is- minus one point.” 

Each archer gets three 
shots at each station. The 
total of the three is 
calculated for a score. A 
game consists ‘of nine 
arrows. A perfect score is 270 
Points. There are 45 arrows 


shot in the course of com- 
petition. f 

“We stress acuracy,”’ 
Phyllis Lane said. ‘“That’s 
why we take points off for a 
wound.” 

Eyen so, not everyone at 
the range is deadly with the 
bow.

Increases in the Athletic 
Fee and the Publications and 
Student Medical Benefit 
subfees of the Student 
Welfare and activity Fee at 
SIUE have been approved by 
the SIU Board of Trustees. 

The increases, effective in 
the fall quarter, are 
to maintain stable levels of 
operation in the face of in- 
flationary and enrollment 
decline pressures, the board 
was told. 

The increase in the 
Athletic Fee is $1 across-the- 
board for all hours 
categories of enrollment. 
Currently, the fee is $18 per 
quarter for full-time 
students, $6 per quarter for 
students taking one to five 
hours, and $12 for students 
enrolled for six to 11 hours. 

University officers said 
the $1 increase will permit 
the athletics program to 
continue without eliminating 
any sports presently offered 

But ‘*considerable 
economies will need to be 
implemented, including 
possible revision of com- 
pletion schedules for various 
sports to reduge the number 
of events, and consolidation 
of administrative aspects of 
similar sports programs 
such as track and cross- 
country,” they said. 

The Publications subfee 
supports publication of The 
Alestle, the student 
newspaper at SIUE. The 
increase is 35 cents per 
quarter for the lowest hours 
category and 30 cents per 
quarter for all other 
students. 

The increase will permit 
publication of two issues of 
‘The Alestle per week during 
the academic year and one 
issue per week during the 
summer quarter.

The rise in the Student 
Medical Benefit subfee is 85 
cents per quarter across-the- 
board. A budget deficit for 
next year was projected if no 
fee increase had been 
granted. 

At present, the Student 
Welfare and Activity Fee at 
$10.55 per quarter for 
students enrolled for ‘one to 
five hours and $19.30 per 
quarter for all other 
students. 

With the increases ap- 
proved, ithe total fee will be 
$11.75 per quarter in the 
lowest hours category and 
$20.45 for other students. 

When considered with the 
University Center fee in- 
crease approved for im- 
plementation during the 
summer quarter, the in- 
creases in fees for full-time 
students in fall 1980 amount 
to 12.3 percent. 

Quarterly fees wilt total 
$83.45, compared with the 
current total of $74.30 for 
full-time students. 

In all areas where fee 
increases were proposed, 
acting President Earl 
Lazerson. directed ~ that 
studies be undertaken. “to 
ascertain the types and 
levels of services and 
programs, and correspon- 
ding funding methods, which 
are appropriate to the 
mission and future growth of 
the university.”

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Class size compromise may be key step in bringing 
Belleville Area College costs, income into a balance 


There is considerable interest-here in the 
progress of Belleville Area College 
(Illinois Community College District 522) 
not only because it is one of the local taxing 
districts but also because of the scope of its 
programs in the Quad-City area. 

Of the 750 courses being conducted at, 
BAC satellite centers this spring, 116 are 
being taught in the- night program at 
Granite City High School South, 23 in the 
daytime college center at Washington 
School in Granite City and 11 in the night 
program at Madison High School—a total 
of 150 or one-fifth. 

With. this background in mind, Quad- 
Cityans will be among those paying close 
attention to the district’s efforts to avoid 
financial deficits, maintain faculty morale 
and, wherever possible and reasonable, 
bolster present efficiency and produc- 
tivity. 

Helping the college relay information 
and opinions to the public will be a citizen 
panel created by the BAC board this spring 
to study facts, trends. and proposals. 

Study groups within ‘the citizen advisory 
committee have commented “that a 
property tax increase would be unlikely to 
attract sufficient public support; that 
gradual tuition hikes will have to be 
considered; that general studies charges 
perhaps should be set at a level that fully 
meets the cost of such non-degree courses; 


and that it would be worthwhile to explore. 


potential administrative and faculty 
productivity gains, including larger class 
sizes in some instances. 

Other thoughts expressed. include 
elimination of. any unnecessary in- 
structional programs, establishment of 
cost controls to offset inflation, stepped-up 
efforts to obtain higher state funding of 
community colleges, additional ways of 
financing senior citizen programs,..and 
intensified recruiting of students. 

Faculty members have, cited the non- 
classroom work required of teachers, and 
have emphasized the link between class 
size and teaching effectiveness. They 
defend equated workloads (in effect since 
1970) as justified in view of the time 
required for class preparation, grading, 
conferences, study and thought. 

Such points need to be taken into ac- 

* count, since BAC’s philosophy is ‘‘con- 
cerned primarily with the individual, to 
whom we owe not only instruction and 
constructive evaluation but also respect, 
guidance, and stimulation. in the 


achievement 6f mutual objectives." . 

A possible middle ground on future class 
size policies might note the: differing 
Statistical averages derived from start-of- 
term enrollment limits and actual mid- 
term student participation. Judging by the 
latter figures, both sides’ studies indicate 
that some larger classes could be handled 
without loss of teaching quality and 
educational excellence. 

Salary cuts seem unrealistic in view of 
the inflation faced by the BAC staff. But if 
pay decreases are ruled out, the door must 
not be slammed simultaneously on all 
creative ideas regarding use of personnel 
and facilities. Some of the departments 
already have suggested procedural 
changes, for evaluation and possible 
implementation. 

The citizen committee and Belleville 
Area College board may be right in not 
rushing to a tax hike at this time, but the 
Faculty Senate’ takes an interesting 
Position on that point: 

“In the face of the low tax rate, low 
assessed valuation and only: slightly 

* above-average tuition, it would seem that 
BAC’s boards, administration and faculty 
of the past 15 years are to be commended 
for maintaining a quality educational 
institution that has operated ‘in the black’ 
and at a below-average unit cost. 

“In the face of spiraling inflation, our 
present board and administration are 
faced with a situation not of their making, 
and out of their control.. Just as obviously, 
one solution is to cut costs by reducing the 
number of faculty and administration, 
eliminating programs, cutting employee 
salaries and increasing tuition. 

“Consider whether any of these is in the 
long-range best interest of the college. At 
best, they are but limited and temporary 
solutions to a long-range problem. Clearly, 
a tax referendum is long overdue. 

“We would urge the committee and 
board not to reject a tax referendum out of 
hand, nor assume that a referendum 
cannot be passed. We believe the citizens 
of the district are responsible and that they 

appreciate the importancé of the college to 
the area. Thousands of them have passed 
through our classrooms. 

“We think that if they had the facts, they 
would approve a referendum. We think 
they at least deserve the chance to ‘be 
heard. Further, we of the faculty pledge 
our wholehearted assistance in such a 
project.””

Texaco paid income taxes 
of $1,707,800,000 on net in- 
come before those taxes of 
$3,467,300,000. That’s 49 
percent ‘ 

Union paid $447,500,000 
income taxes on net income 
before those taxes of 
$948,100,000. That’s 47 per- 
cent. 

This year, Ford and 
Chrysler may pay no income 
taxes, for the simple reason 
that they are losing money. 

But any shareholder of any 
prosperous company knows 
that his company pays more 
money in taxes than is left 
over for dividends, if any. 

The federal corporate 
income.tax rate is 46 percent 
and, though they take ad- 
vantage of every investment 
tax credit or other loophole 
provided, in the end cor- 
porations find the govern- 
ment is their biggest 
profiteer. 

Betause the myths about 
American business wind up 
in. legislative halls 
unloading excessive burdens 
on the mechanism that keeps 
the whole country going — it 
is wrong to perpetuate them.

Election 
analysis by 
John Torinus 


After an intense week in 


Washington, D.C., in which I 


heard presentations by all 
five current candidates, I 
received the distinct 
pression John Anderson will 
be a Republican candidate in 
November — either as-the 
party’s nominee or as an 
independent. And the latter 
possibility is greater than 
the former. . 

Anderson says . a 
Yankelpvich survey reveals 


that 58 percent of American , 


voters are dissatisfied with 
either Jimmy Carter or 
Ronald Reagan as their only 
alternative choices. 

Anderson believes he could 
wind up as the choice of that 
currently uncommitted 
majority. 

I would guess that at least 
that high a percentage of the 
700 daily newspaper editors 
who gathered in Washington 
the past week for the annual 
meeting of their society are 
also undecided over whom 
they will support next fall. 

Like myself, many went to 
Washington in the hope that 
the parade of .candidates 
would help them narrow that 
choice. And also like myself, 
they returned to their 
editorial desks as confused 
as when they left home. 

Here are my general 
impressions of how each 

andidate came off in his 

pkepared remarks and in his 
sponses to. the probing 

questions of the editors: 

GEORGE BUSH made a 
sound logical presentation, 
much like those he wound up 
using in Wisconsin 


im- - 


last” 


‘month, pointing out his 
specific differences with the 
other Republican candidates 
and attacking President 
Carter on the major 
domestic and foreign issues 
— energy and the economy, 
Iran and Afghanistan. 

- Bush was upstaged by 
Carter during his ap- 
pearance. 

The moderator opened.the 
questioning by announcing 
that word had just been 
received that Carter had 
broken off _ diplomatic 
relations with Iran a: 
imposed economic saute 
tions. 

Bush had advocated both 
actions for some weeks, but 
the announcement left him 
with only the comment that 
it was about time Carter did 
so, and it took something off 
his appearance before the 
editors. 

My conclusion is that Bush 
lacks that vague, mystical 
element called pizazz. 

RONALD REAGAN'S 
performance was the most 
puzzling, leaving many 
editors shaking!their heads. 

His speech writers had 
prepared one of his standard 
talks, attacking the Carter 
administration and 
propounding his by now well- 
known solutions to our major 
problems - - a 30 percent tax 
cut over three years, ete. 

He suggested we should 
consider blockading Cuba to 
get Russia out of 
Afghanistan, and he said 
that if he had been president, 
he would have given the shah 
of Iran sufficient support to 


put’ down the Khomeini 
revolution. ; 

Reagan had difficulty 
reading his. prepared 
remarks, stumbling rather 
frequently. And he appeared 
even more uncertain when 
responding to questions. 

I sat there trying to figure 
out where and how Reagan 
gets his tremendous appeal. 
I concluded that he has that 
element of pizazz which 
Bush lacks and that he is 
telling voters basically what 
they want to hear — rather 
simplistic answers to very 
puzzling questions. 

But I really wonder if his 
campaign can hold together 


until the convention, or more 


important, until November. 

JOHN ANDERSON filled 
every seat in the auditorium 
for his early-morning ap- 
pearance, and to my mind 
his was the soundest and 
most thought-provoking 
presentation of all. 

He has come up with some 
innovative answers to major 
problems — his 50-50 plan for 
energy conservation, his 
suggestion to share oil 
reserves with our Euyopean 
allies and Japan if they enact 
sanctions against Iran. 

He made one point which 
all the others ignored — that 
his record and experience in 
Congress testify to his ability 
to get his ideas approved in 
Congress, and he cited the 
Udall-Anderson Alaskan 
lands bill as an example. 

Anderson has a vision of a 
new political coalition in this 
country, a new politics, he 
calls it, and*he refuses to 


believe his party or his 
country will settle for either 
Carter or Reagan in 
November. 

JIMMY CARTER left the 
Rose Garden and traveled 
all the way up Connecticut 
Avenue to. the Washington 
Hilton to address the editors 
and it was rather obvious he 
has been itching to get out on 
the campaign trail. 

In his prepared remarks, 
dealing solely with foreign 
affairs, he had very harsh 
words for the Soviets for 
their invasion of 
Afghanistan, and he accused 
government leaders in Iran 
of going back on their 
commitments a number of 


times during the hostage: 


crisis. 

In his responses to 
questions, Carter became 
really quite testy, par- 
ticularly in responses to the 
suggestion from Ted Ken- 
nedy that weakness and 
vaccilation on t'ie part of the 
Carter administration - had 
encouraged the militants to 
seize the embassy in Tehran 
and led the Soviets to believe 
they could invade 
Afghanistan without risk of. 
retaliation. 2 

But jin total, Carter’s 
appearance was lackluster. 

‘There was no applause at 
all until he had finished, and 
then it was merely polite. 

He certainly didn’t come 
-off as the president of the 
United States, and as a 
candidate for re-election he 
seemed more like a fighter 
under wraps. 

TED KENNEDY appeared 


in the wind-up spot, and it 
was a very good per- 
formance. Kennedy made.an 
impassioned; plea for; a 
return to liberal Democratic 
Party traditions, and. ‘he 
castigated those,who claim a 
balanced budget, less 
government and léss 
regulation will solve today’s 
problems. “ . 

He came out four-squdre 
for gasoline rationing and for 
a freeze on wages, prices and 
profits. 

Some of his remarks on the 
economy were identical to 
those enunciated for us: the’ 
day before hy Lane 
Kirkland, president of the 
AFL-CIO. ‘ 

Kennedy is to be admired 
for pblitical honesty in 
-holding firm to the ground he 
has occupied throughout his 
Senate career. 

In essence, he accused 
Carter of abandoning the 
principles and traditions of 
the Democratic Party, and 
he says that is what 
motivates him: to continue 
his fight all the way to the 
Democratic convention. 

Most editorsywith whom I 
talked didnot believe 
Kennedy c win either the 
nomination or the election 
with that stance. Most 
editors also believed George 
Bush has run his race and 
that a Reagan victory in 
Pennsylvania would finish it 
off. 


So, that leaves Carter and 
Reagan and John 
Anderson. And don’t count 
Anderson out yet. 


Taxpayers are demoralized — 
by the underground economy 


Wall Street Journal — A lot 

of people, and most par- 
ticularty. the Internal 
Revenue Service, have been 
taking an interest lately in 
the ‘‘underground 
economy,"’ meaning all the 
income that never shows up 
on anyone's tax return. 
« Estimates’of how large it 
is vary widely but most put it 
‘somewhere well over $200 
billion and rising. 

The important question to 
ask is why the underground 
economy is burgeoning and 
what, if anything, is to be 
done about it? 

Mortimer Caplin, a former 
IRS commissioner, wrote 
recently that the problem 
should be attacked through 
an- expanded IRS en- 
forcement operation 

He noted that fewer tax 
returns are being audited 
every year because of an IRS 
staff shortage. He also ad- 
vocated withholding of 
dividend and interest 
come. 

With all due respect to Mr. 
Caplin, withholding of 
dividend and interest income 
would impose more costs in 
paperwork and ad- 
ministration than revenues, 
which explains why. such 
proposals’ over the last 20 
years or so have made little 
headway. 

And while greater. IRS 
enforcement effort would no 
doubt help, we fear that the 
problem js a bit more serious 
than that solution would 
suggest 

Mr. Caplin is aware of the 
broader problem, of course. 
He observed that polls have 
shown a Weclining respect for 
government. 

We would go further and 
say that itis more than just a 
declining respect for 
government, but a sense that 
government is not delivering 
value: 

Paying taxes is like 
spending money for anything 
else; most people are willing 


in- 


to d6 it if they think they are 
being treated fairay. 

There has been 
serious objection in 
country even to the 
progressive income tax 
system, up until recently, 
because of a. general ac- 
ceptance by high-income 
earners of an obligation to 
support social welfare 
systems for people who are 
less fortunate. 

There have always been 
tax cheaters and there have 
always been people who 
didn’t bother to report in-

What we are seeing now is 
evasion by a broader class of 
otherwise law-abiding 
people and a spreading at- 
titude, dangerous to the 
fabric of society, that such 
evasion is justified by 
modern circumstances. 

It is easy to understand 
how such a frame of mind 
could come about. 

-Through much of our past 
history, government has 
delivered honest value in 
most of the things it did — 
the running of schodls, 
maintenance of streets and 
highways, collection of 
garbage, provisions of 
military security, -con- 
trolling street rime. 

But as government has 
engaged in more activities — 
albeit at the behest of one 
pressure group or another — 
it has become both more 
costly and more inefficient. 
This leads to constantly 
increasing tax rates. 

We have been seeing overt 
tax rebellions and we will 
undoubtedly see more. _, 

Ronald Reagan is 
sweeping: the Republican 
primaries on the promise of 
large, across-the-board tax 
cuts. . 

There is a spreading belief 
that while it might be im- 
possible to restore ac- 
countability and efficiency 
through particular means, it 


just may be possible to do if. 
through denying the 
government funds. 

Jimmy Carter has con- 
ducted an ingenious battle to 
deflect this effort by finding 
revenue sources that im- 
pinge indirectly, rather than 
directly on the people — the 
windfall profits tax: on oil 
being the most prominent 
ani remarkable example.

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_Recommend suspension of 
| Rozycki's broker license 


The Real Estate 
Examining Committee of the 
Illinois. Department of 
Registration and Education. 
voted 4-0 Thursday- to 
recommend the suspension 
of the real estate broker’s 
license of Walter Rozycki for 
60 days. 

The | recommended 
suspension was the result of 
allegations that Rozycki sold 
a home to two buyers at the 
same time for an owner who 
claimed he had made no 
arrangements for the house 
to be listed with the former 
Rozycki Realty of Granite 
City, 

Rozycki ~ denied the 
charges, saying he had a 
verbal contract from Olin 
Gibson of Washington, D.C., 
owner of the house, to ad- 
vertise and sell it. Earnest 
money was accepted from a 
second buyer’ when it ap- 
‘peared the first buyer was 
not going to purchase the 
property, Rozycki said. 

i@ earnest money was 
returned to both potential 
buyers when Gibson said he 
had not authorized Rozycki 
to sell the house, the former 
broker told the Press- 
Record. 

The charges had been 
pending since the summer of 
1978 and had been on the 
agenda of several meetings 
of the Real Estate 
Examining Committee of the 
State several times, but had 
not been acted upon. 

The case was on the 
agenda again when the 
committee met in April in 
Springfield, but member Bob 
Barton, a local realtor, 
disqualified himself from 
voting, since he knew 
Rozycki. That left only three 
members at the meeting who 
could vote and four votes are 
necessary for the majority of 
the seven-member com- 
mittee to make a recom- 
mendation, Ed Nash of the 
Department of Registration 


- Thursday 


and Education explained. 

The committee met 
in Chicago with 
four members present and 
the four voted to recommend 
suspension of Rozycki's 
broker's license for 60 days. 
The decision was announced 
at the public session. 

However, Nash noted, the 
recommendation is not final 
The formal recom- 
mendation, along with fin- 
dings of fact and points of 
law, must be put in written 
and’ typed form and then 
signed by a majority of the 
committee before it: is 
referred to the’ acting 
director of the department 
for action. 

Rozycki then would be 
given 20 days to petition for a 
rehearing. If no petition 
arrived, James D. Nowlan, 


acting director of the Lllinois 
Department of Registration 
and Education, would be 
asked to make a formal 
ruling whether or not to 
suspend the license, Nash 
said. 

If Nowlan agreed with the 
recommendation, Rozycki 
would have 35 days in which 
to challenge the recom- 
mendation in court, if he 
wished to. After the 35 day 
waiting period, the license 
would) be officially 
suspended for 60 days, if 
there is no suit filed. 

If a suit is filed, Rozycki’s 
license would remain in 
effect through circuit court, 
appellate court and possibly 
state supreme court 
challenges, until. there is, a 
final. court determination, 
Nash said.

Earl Lazerson, acting 
president of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, 
feels that universities have a 


crucial role to play in the _ 


development . of human 
understanding. 

Speaking to members of an 
audience attending Inter- 
national Night festivities at 
the campus. Saturday 
evening, he said, “‘If it can be 
said that cultures emerge 
from common tribal and 
national bonds, and that 
civilizations recognize and 
incorporate info their laws 
and customs the best of 
cultural values, then 
universities have a crucial 
role to play in the develop- 
ment of human un- 
dertanding.” 

The evening’s’ program, 
which included tasting foods 
from around the world, 
Chinese music and dancing, 
musical performances from 
the Middle East, Scottish 
music, classical dances of 
India, the ~ Katherine 
Dunham dancers and a 
fashion parade of in- 
ternational costumes, 
concluded a_ week-long 
program of culture-sharing 
activities by international 
students attending SIUE 

Lazerson said there has 
been a consistent tradition of 
maintaining a ‘substantial 
body of students from other 
lands at SIUE, “to insure 
that the regional focus would 
be leavened with the cultural 
enrichment and diversity of 
traditions that only students 
native to other cduntries 
could bring.” : 

In addition, 70 faculty 
members. holding _ positions 
at the local university have 
national origins other than

“Although the interests of

been less than adequate,” he 


said. 

“We are only beginning to 
sppropriately assess the 
contributions that were 
made by those of foreign 
extraction. 

“Throughout its history, 
America has experienced 
fits of protectionism, tariff 
barriers, arbitrary im- 
migration policies, and 
patterns of discrimination 
against those whose physical 
characteristics, language 
accents ..or traditional 


- customs have not conformed 


to prevailing mores, man- 
ners or practices. 

“Some have .acted as 
though cultural or physical 
differences are marks of 
human devaluation. 

“Some justify hatred from 
long-standing arguments 
and-strife between groups of 
diverse ethnic origins. 

“Others act from the belief 
that the structure of human 
society is so inherently 
unjust that we must destroy 
it by acts of violence and 
terrorism and begin all over 
again. 

“One of the advantages of 
a university, which main- 
tains a sensitivity to the 
vagaries of history, is its 
ability to provide an in- 
formed perspective on 
fundamental questions. 

“We act as conservators 
for the values that sustain 
humankind, sb that life in the 
present is as happy and just 
as .possible, while con- 
currently striving to provide 
an improved future based on 
wisdom and understanding,”’ 
he said. - 

The acting president 
related that it is the duty of 
the university to act as a 
forum for disagreeing 
voices, adding that ‘whether 
the values or the traditional 
viewpoints are those of the 
founding fathers of a free 
socjety like America — or of 
contemporary international 
voices such as Nobel 
faureates Andre Sakharov or 
Mother Teresa — respect for 
human rights is in- 
dispensable to the full 
realization” of human 
promise.

“Our common humanity

Livingston, however, presented a 
letter to the council last week ex- 
pressing the chamber’s objections to 
the licensing measure.

Chouteau budgets of $151,595 posted 


Tentative town budgets 
totaling $151,595 were 
completed by the Chouteau 
Town Board of Trustees 
Monday night and were 
posted for public inspection 
until a public hearing set for 
7 p.m. Monday, June 6. 

The new budgets are 


$27,927 lower than budgets in. 


the 1980-81 fiscal year which 
totaled $179,522, primarily 
due to an anticipated 
decrease in federal funding 


for the revenue sharing 
program. The township has 
budgeted $37,300 for revenue 
sharing projects, which is 
the anticipated receipts 
through September. Whether 
the program will be con- 
tinued beyond that en- 
titlement. period is being 
studied by Congress.

Survey of levee 
to determine 
extent of loss 


A suit against SCA Ser- 
vices to recover damages for 
dirt allegedly removed from 
the Cahokia Canal levee east 
of Route 203 will be filed by 
the Metro-East Sanitary 
District as soon as surveys 
determine the amount of the 
loss, trustees of the district 
reported in a meeting 
‘Tuesday morning. 

Surveyors and engineers 
began work on the survey 
Monday after district board 
members estimated that 
from 150,000 to 200,000 cubic 
yards of dirt have been 
removed from the levee and 
allegedly used as cover for 
the SCA landfill. 

Robert Robinson of 
Granite City, chairman of 
the sanitary district board, 
and Waiter ‘‘Shang” 
Greathouse, a Granite City 
board member, said dirt is 
now worth $5 to $7 a cubic 
yard, At that rate, the
